To  the  Representatives  of  the  Masonic  Bodies ,  a?id  the  Brethren 

constituting  “  The  Masonic  Home  of  Pennsylvania'' 

Brethren  : — 

At  your  Annual  Meeting  held  on  June  24th,  1887,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : — ■ 

“  Resolved,  That  an  application  be  made  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  No.  2,  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia  for  leave  to 
be  consolidated  with  and  be  merged  into  the  Corporation  known 
as  “  The  Masonic  Home  of  Pennsylvania,  chartered  by  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  May  6th, 
1871 ,”  and  to  transfer  and  convey  the  property  of  this  corporation 
to  the  Masonic  Home  of  Pennsylvania.” 

Your  action  was  subsequently  submitted  to  the  proper  Court 
for  approval,  and  on  September  6th,  1887,  the  Hon.  J. T.  Mitchell, 
Judge  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  No.  2,  issued  the  following 
order  and  decree  : — 

“In  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  Number  Two,  for  the 
County  of  Philadelphia.” 

And  now,  to  wit,  the  Sixth  day  of  September,  1887,  the 
foregoing  petition  having  been  duly  advertised  according  to  law, 
and  submitted  to  me,  a  Law  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common 
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Pleas,  Number  Two,  for  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  the  objects 
therein  set  forth  appearing  to  be  lawful  and  not  injurious  to  the 
Community,  it  is  hereby  ordered  and  decreed,  that  the  prayer  of 
said  petition  be  granted,  and  that  the  “  Home  for  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  of  Pennsylvania  ”  be  consolidated  and  merged 
into  the  “  Masonic  Home  of  Pennsylvania  ”  with  all  the  powers 
and  authorities,  and  immunities  belonging  to  both  said  corpora¬ 
tions,  and  that  the  “  Home  for  Free  and  Accepted  Masons”  be 
authorized  to  transfer  and  convey  its  property,  real  and  personal, 
to  the  “  Masonic  Home  of  Pennsylvania.”

Because  of  this  action  and  the  subsequent  change  of  the  time 
of  holding  the  Annual  Meetings  to  the  Second  Friday  of  January, 
this,  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  your  Board  of  Managers, 
covers  a  period  of  eighteen  months;  from  May  31st,  1887,  to 
November  30th,  1888,  and  in  the  consideration  of  the  expend¬ 
itures  incident  to  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Home 
this  fact  must  not  be  overlooked. 

The  reports  of  the  several  standing  and  special  Committees 
hereto  appended  show  that  the  affairs  of  our  Corporation  continue 
in  a  prosperous  condition. 

Our  membership  is  increasing  slowly  and  now  consists  of — 

100  Masonic  bodies,  an  increase  of  7 
138  Individual  members,  “  “2 

72  Annual  contributors,  “  “  9 

Total,  310  Total  increase,  18 

All  these  classes  of  contributors  to  the  finances  of  the  Home 
should  be  largely  increased,  and  they  will  be  whenever  you  de¬ 
termine  to  exert  your  influence  in  that  direction.

In  addition  to  these  deaths  we  are  called  upon  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  three  of  our  Board  of  Managers  : 

Brother  Edward  Masson,  who  died  February  25th,  1888, 

Brother  Frederick  S.  Boas,  who  died  February  25th,  1 838,  and 

Brother  John  C.  Graham,  who  died  May  17th,  1888. 

These  Brethren  were  among  the  most  active  in  the  organ  - 
ization  of  the  Home  and  none  of  your  Board  of  Managers  gave 
more  time  or  paid  greater  attention  to  its  affairs  than  they. 
They  rest  from  their  labors  but  their  works  do  follow  them. 

The  deaths  of  Brothers  Masson  and  Boas  were  peculiarly 
solemn,  occuring  almost  at  the  same  hour,  one  dying  at  his  home 
in  Philadelphia,  the  other  at  Reading,  and  each  being  invited  to 
the  other’s  funeral  in  ignorance  of  the  other’s  death. 

Girard  Mark  Lodge,  No  214,  has  presented  us  with  a  life 
like  portrait,  in  crayon,  of  their  deceased  Representative  Brother 
Masson,  and  St.  John’s  Lodge,  No.  435,  of  Reading,  one  in  oil  of 
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their  Representative  Brother  Boas,  and  these,  with  the  portrait  of 
Brother  Mills  whose  death  occured  on  January  2nd,  1885,  orna¬ 
ment  the  walls  of  our  Chapel  and  by  their  presence  remind  us 
not  only  of  the  uncertainty  of  human  life  but  also  urge  us  to  do 
with  our  might  all  that  our  hands  find  to  do  in  our  work  for  the 
comfort  of  those  committed  to  our  charge  by  our  brethren. 

It  is  hoped  that  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  91,  will,  at  an  early 
day,  add  to  this  gallery  of  our  beloved  the  picture  of  Brother 
John  C.  Graham  who  so  efficiently  and  conscientiously  represented 
them  in  our  Corporation. 

Your  Board  suggests  that  in  view  of  the  frequency  of  the 
deaths  of  both  Inmates  and  Managers  a  page  headed  “  Necrology  ” 
be  printed  annually  with  our  reports. 

Whilst  our  income  from  interest  on  investments  and  from 
annual  dues  and  contributions  is  still  far  below  our  regular  ex¬ 
penditures  the  donations  and  general  contributions  have  been  so 
generous  that  all  bills  have  been  promptly  paid,  all  receipts  from 
admission  fees  from  inmates  and  from  legacies  have  been  invested, 
and  the  year  closes  with  a  balance  in  the  Treasury. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  report  and  the  balance 
sheet  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  as  well  as  the 
recommendations  of  that  Committee,  should  have  your  careful 
consideration.

Always  anxious  that  our  brethren  may  live  long  and  pros¬ 
per  we  are  equally  anxious  that  in  disposing  of  their  earthly 
possessions  they  will  not  forget  our  Home,  so  that  after  they 
have  passed  to  their  final  rest  we  shall  not  be  deprived  of  the  ' 
liberal  aid  which  they  give  us  whilst  on  earth. 

In  addition  to  the  legacy  mentioned  in  our  Third  Annual 
Report  among  the  contributions  from  Mary  Commandery,  that  of 

Thomas  H.  DeSilver,  of  Warren  Lodge,  No.  241,  $175  00 

we  have  received  legacies  from  the  estates  of 

Brother  Joseph  Kinike,  of  Mount  Moriah  Lodge,  No.  155, 
$952  00,  and 

Brother  John  Dornan,  of  Friendship  Lodge,  No.  400,  $250. 

As  all  sums  received  from  this  source  are  invested  in  the 
"‘Permanent  Fund”  the  advantage  and  importance  of  similar 
bequests  must  be  apparent  to  those  familiar  with  the  needs  of 
our  Home. 

Much  pecuniary  aid  is  also  expected  from  the  adoption  of 
the  pending  by-law  contemplating  the  election  of  life  members 
and  the  investment  of  the  fees  paid  by  them.  Many  brethren 
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object  to  the  annual  payment  of  dues  and  desire  to  capitalize  an  ad¬ 
mission  fee  of  sufficient  amount  to  secure  to  the  Home  an  annual 
income  at  least  equal  to  the  dues  paid  by  other  members.  This 
fee  is  placed  at  $200.  and  those  now  members  can  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  roll  of  life  members  by  the  payment  of  $100.  in 
addition  to  the  sum  they  have  already  paid 

It  is  also  proper  to  call  attention  to  the  excellent  plan  adopted 
by  our  brethren  at  Easton,  who  have  placed  in  their  lodge  room 
what  they  call  a  “mite  box,”  which  is  opened  on  St  John’s  Day, 
December  27th,  and  the  contents  then  divided  in  equal  shares 
between  the  Children’s  Orphan  Home,  at  Easton,  and  our  Home. 
The  amount  received  by  us  in  1887  was  $30.00  and  last  year 
$30.00 

With  the  thousands  of  brethren  visiting  the  Temple  in  our 
City  would  not  a  similar  mite-box  be  the  means  of  adding  many 
hundreds  of  dollars  to  our  income  ? 

Our  annual  reception  on  January  1st,  1888,  was  of  the  most 
agreeable  character.  The  number  of  brethren  and  their  friends 
in  attendance  exceeded  largely  that  of  previous  years. 

The  formal  addresses  were  made  by  our  R.  W.  Brother  the 
Hon.  M.  Arnold,  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
by  Brother  Henry  W.  Williams,  Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  our  Commonwealth. 

Appropriate  music  was  rendered  by  Brothers  Henry  A. 
Mathieu,  Daniel  Abendroth,  Christian  Abendroth,  Herman  Wisch- 
man,  and  George  Kessler,  and  the  Misses  Tillie  Sylvester  and 
Kate  Linde. 

These  receptions  bring  many  to  the  Home  who  would  other¬ 
wise  fail  to  visit  it  and  always  result  in  great  good. 

In  addition  to  the  rooms  reported  as  furnished  by  the  Masonic 
bodies  named  in  our  previous  reports, 

Lodge  No.  2, 

Oriental  Chapter,  No.  183,  and 

Kensington  Chapter,  No.  233, 


have  furnished  those  then  vacant  and  the  whole  house  is  now 
ready  for  occupancy. 

All  applicants  for  admission  found  properly  qualified  have 
been  promptly  received  into  our  household.  There  is  plenty  of 
room  for  others,  but  should  the  number  applying  be  large  your 
officers  must  look  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  Craft,  for  means 
of  support  for  the  enlarged  family. 

The  Committee  on  Property  reports  the  buildings  in  good 
repair  but  greatly  in  need  of  improved  laundry,  lavatory  and 
water  closet  accommodations.  To  secure  these,  plans  have  been 
prepared,  and  an  early  appeal  for  not  less  than  Five  thousand 
dollars  to  pay  for  this  work  will  be  made  to  our  friends  in  the 
confident  expectation  that,  as  heretofore,  it  is  only  necessary  for 
us  to  state  our  wants  to  have  them  met. 

Your  officers  and  committees  have  been  greatly  aided  in  the 
management  of  the  Home  by  the  use  of  the  telephone  given  us 
by  the  Bell  Telephone  Company,  who  should  have  your  thanks 
for  their  prompt  liberality  in  this  matter. 

The  religious  services  have  been  regularly  continued  on  each 
Sunday  afternoon,  at  4  o’clock,  and  the  Reverend  Clergy  (most 
of  them  Masons)  named  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  having 
care  of  this  part  of  our  work,  are  entitled  to  your  hearty  thanks 
for  their  labors  of  love.  Your  Managers  join  the  Committee  in 
their  invitation  to  a  more  general  attendance  at  these  meetings. 

Our  visiting  physicians, 

Brothers  John  L.  Yard. 

William  H.  Ziegler, 

William  A.  Piper,  and 
Philip  Leidy, 

have  discharged  their  increased  duties  with  zeal  and  fidelity. 
Without  the  expectation  of  fee  or  reward  they  have  early  and 
late  responded  to  the  call  of  our  sick,  and  by  their  skill  and  sym¬ 
pathy  have  prevented,  as  well  as  relieved,  much  pain  and  suffer¬ 
ing.  They  shall  surely  have  their  reward. 


The  Committees  on  Supplies,  on  Printing  and  Library,  and 
on  Burials,  whose  reports  are  appended  without  further  reference 
here,  have,  as  have  all  other  Committees  and  the  officers  of  the 
Corporation  and  of  the  Home,  been  prompt  in  the  discharge  of 
their  several  duties,  and  to  this  fact  is  to  be  attributed  the  satis¬ 
factory  and  harmonious  operations  of  our  Institution  during  the 
eighteen  months  just  closed. 

On  January  13th,  1888,  Brother  Thomas  Jacobs  declined  a 
renomination  to  the  office  of  Secretary  which  he  had  so  well  filled 
since  the  organization  of  the  Corporation.  On  March  13th,  1888, 
he  was  elected  a  manager  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Brother 
Masson’s  death,  and  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee]  on 
Printing  and  Library,  until  November  9th,  1888,  when  he  finally 
resigned  from  the  Board. 

Brother  Stockton  Bates  was  appointed  Secretary  pro-tem 
and  has  served  well  and  faithfully  during  the  past  year.  He  pos¬ 
itively  declines  to  accept  the  office  permanently  and  the  place 
must  be  regularly  filled  by  you  at  this  meeting. 

Brother  Albert  Ritter  was  elected  a  manager  in  place  of 
Brother  Boas,  deceased;  Brother  William  J.  Kelly  in  place  of 
Brother  Graham,  deceased,  and  Brother  J.  Henry  Hentz*  in  place 
of  Brother  Jacobs,  resigned. 

By  an  amendment  to  our  by-laws  the  Secretary  will  no 
longer  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  number 
of  the  Managers  has  been  increased  from  fifteen  to  sixteen,  mak¬ 
ing  an  original  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  you  this  evening. 

In  fifth  annual  meeting  assembled,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
fourth  year  of  the  active  operations  of  our  Home,  we  have  no 
cause  to  be  ashamed  with  the  results  of  our  labors. 

The  property  we  occupy  is  in  thorough  repair  and  clear  from 
debt.  Our  assets  amount  to  over  $45,000.00,  and  we  possess  an 
establishment  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  demands  for 
admission  so  far  made  upon  us.  It  is  not  a  palatial  structure  of 
magnificent  architectural  proportions,  but  a  plain,  comfortable 
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home  where  the  declining  days  of  our  worthy  brethren  are  made 
bright  and  pleasant. 

The  extent  of  our  work  is  governed  solely  by  the  ability  and 
willingness  of  the  Craft  to  contribute  to  an  object  so  worthy,  and 
exemplifying  to  the  fullest  degree  the  beauties  of  the  teachings 
of  the  Fraternity. 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  blessing  us  with  the  ability  and 
with  the  disposition  to  work  and  to  give,  and  with  thanks  to  our 
brethren  and  friends  for  their  contributions  of  means  and  of  sym¬ 
pathy,  we  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  current  year  with  the  deter¬ 
mination  that  the  successes  of  the  past  shall  be  but  the  urgings 
to  more  faithful  work  in  the  future.

The  number  of  inmates  now  being  eighteen,  we  have  ample 
living  and  sleeping  rooms  for  their  accommodations  and  for 
such  as  may  yet  be  admitted,  for  some  time  to  come.  The 
Committee,  however,  feel  the  necessity  of  better  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  Bath,  Closet,  and  Laundry  purposes.  The  premises 
occupied  by  the  Home  were  built  for  dwelling  purposes,  and 
while  they  are  in  every  other  manner  adapted  to  our  purposes, 
additional  accommodations  for  lavatory,  bath,  etc.,  which  are  so 
eminently  essential  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the 
Brethren  in  our  charge,  have  become  a  matter  of  urgent  necessity, 
and  serious  consideration.  A  room  fitted  up  for  use  as  a  Laundry  is 
also  badly  needed,  as  that  work  is  now  done  outside  of  the  Home, 
and  could  be  done,  if  proper  accommodations  were  provided,  at  a 
much  less  cost,  on  the  premises. 

As  instructed,  your  Committee,  through  the  courtesy  of 
Brother  James  H.  Windrim,  had  plans  prepared  for  such  additional 
accommodations  in  that  connection  as  were  deemed  necessary, 
and  submitted  them  to  the  Board  of  Managers.  The  estimated 
cost  of  these  improvements  is  #5,000.00  and  we  earnestly  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  Corporation  take  definite  action  at  an  early  date  to 
make  such  improvements  as  are  positively  demanded  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  health  of  those  occupying  the  Home.  The 
plans  recommend  an  extension  of  the  back  buildings  on  the  south 
line  of  the  property,  carrying  up  the  same  to  the  height  of  the 
present  buildings,  and  would  be  a  permanent-improvement.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  “Masonic  Home 

of  Pennsylvania .” 

Brethren  ; — 

The  Committee  on  Admission  present  their  I7ourth  Annual 
Report,  covering  a  period  of  eighteen  months.  During  that  time 
we  have  had  under  consideration  ten  applications,  of  which  num¬ 
ber  three  were  pending  at  the  last  report.  Of  this  number,  six 
were  reported  favorably,  and  four  declined.  The  number  of  in¬ 
mates  in  the  Home  at  last  report  was  Sixteen.  During  the  year, 
five  were  admitted,  one  still  pending,  making  twenty-one.  Three 
have  died,  leaving  the  present  number  of  inmates,  eighteen. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  put  on  record  an  expression  of 
the  loss  they  feel  in  the  death  of  their  fellow  member,  Brother 
John  C.  Graham,  who  had  been  associated  with  your  Committee 
from  the  commencement  of  the  Home  until  his  death.  Brother 
Graham  was  a  successful  business  man  and  the  architect  of  his 
own  fortune,  establishing  in  this  City  a  large  manufactory  with  a 
large  and  increasing  business.  He  brought  to  his  work  on  the 
Committee  business  qualifications  and  training  so  manifest  in  his 
business,  and  in  addition  a  heart  deeply  imbued  with  the  principles 
of  Free  Masonry,  every  fibre  of  which  seemed  to  be  entwined 
about  the  Home.  He  was  careful,  loving,  patient,  and  painstak¬ 
ing.  With  such  qualities  he  came  to  the  consideration  of  each 
case  brought  before  us,  and  when  a  favorable  conclusion  was 
reached,  it  seemed  to  strike  some  hidden  chord  in  his  heart  and 
show  itself  in  the  radiant  face. 

“There’s  music  ever  in  the  kindly  soul; 

For  every  deed  of  goodness  done,  is  like 
A  chord  set  in  the  heart,  and  joy  doth  strike 
Upon  it.”

The  Committee  appointed  to  make  the  necessary  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  proper  celebration  of  New  Year’s,  Day  1888,  at  the 
Masonic  Home,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  attended  to 
the  duties  assigned  them  and  trust  the  result  may  be  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Home.
